It seems that the statements arc based 
upon the testimany of Or. Austin Flint, 
whose authority should be conclusive:— 

It should he borne in mind that there are 
two methods of killing lobsters humanely. 
{n one, where the animal is used for broiling, 
it is split from end to end with a cleaver, and 
its death is absolutely instantancous, the 
cleaver passing directly through the vital 
organ, so that life and sensation are instantly 
destroyed. It is needless to say that there can 
be no cruelty in broiling these two parts of the 
dead Jobster, 

Where a lobster is to be boiled it can be 
killed instantaneously by driving a skewer or 
any sharp instrument through the brain of 
the lobster. ‘This kills the animal immedi- 
ately. Dr. Flint writes as follows: “It is not 
difficult to destroy instantly the brain of a 
lobster or crab and produce insensibility to 
pain, In a Jobster, taking the cye-stems as 4 
guide, a sharp-pointed kitchen knife or a 
sharp ice-pick may be thrust through the 
head at the point where two lines following 
the direction of the stems would mect. A 
Jobster treated in this way becomes motion- 
less, excepting insignificant reflex acts. 
Crabs may be killed in practically the same 
way. The eye-stems of crabs are nearly ino 
line with each ather; and the 
destroyed by transfixing the hi 
their point of junction. The su 
movements, however, are more 
persistent than in the lobster. It is not d 
cult, therefore, to kill instantly lobsters or 
crabs before preparing them for food.”

In the sentence.” “All earthly things 
must pass awa or “She passed 
away tast ofglit.

Among other words are, decease, 
demise, departure, and desolution.—

French Mind Slow to 
Wander in New Pathe 


Tha crilicul intelligence of the 
French at lis hest la very far from 
mere fault-tinding, and has 4 Umpld 
clarity which ls unmatched fn the mind 
of any other people, Philip Carr writes, 
fn the London Fortnightly Review. 
Even at Its best, however, it has ita 
mits. The renehman is always rea- 
soning and not often imagining, or 
rather his fimaginatlon—for he 18 
chnracteristicnily an  artist—always 
has a rensouing qualfty. Perhaps tt 
would be more true to aay that he Ia 
hardly ever drenming. He ta really 


interested only in what can be de 
fined, and ns he hng too highly de- 
veloped the nrt of getting the very 
beat out of the material beauties and 
pleasures and sensations of life, he 
fe often unfulrly accused of caring 
only for the material alde of it. A 
love of system, of generalizations, of 
abstract principles, makea the logic 
which fa always working In every 
French mind almost entirely deduc- 
tive, It gives to the Frenchman the 
tendency which he always haa to take 
e legal yiew of any queation, unless 
he takes an even more closely rea- 
soned scientilic view. It prevents bim 
from trying in practice any expedient 
of which he has not first attempted 
to understund the principle, but it 
also prevents tiin from being vague 
and happy-go-lucky. 


“Grail” Legend Traced 


to Fables of Antiquity 
The origin of the Grail legend was 
@iscussed by spenkera at the inter- 
ational Arihurlun congress at Truro, 
England, Vref, Roger Loomis, of Co- 
Jumbla university, diacussed the Celtle 
connection of the Gratl tegend.

Doctor 
Lewes, of St. Antlrews oniversity, aug- 
gested thot the source of the Grall 
atory was the funous legend of the 
House of Atreus, esxpectally the story 
of Orestes, nvenser of hia father Aga- 
memnon, 


Importance of the Maco 

The present muce tp the British 
house of comuwns dates from the Res- 
toration, and wis supplied pursuant to 
an order of the house, dated May 21, 
1600. It was made by Thomas Muun- 
dy, a London goldsmith, and cost ap- 
proximntely $7:41. It must always lle 
upon the tuble when the house 1s con- 
atituted with the speaker in the chair, 
When the house goea tnto committee 
the mace Is pliced on two supports 
below the tnble to show that the house 
is not properly constituted. After the 
election of a new pariament before o 
speaker has been chosen, the mace ia 
alao kept under the table, upon which 
it fs placed us soon ug the speaker !s 
Properly compieted.

@peaker by the sovereign, who resumes 
Possession of it when parllument Is 
prorogued.

Rabson Park, Massachusetts, January 16, 
1931. Those who consider that present 
quotations of stocks and bonds represent 
their real values will miss some golden oppor- 
tunibes. Quotations seldom represent values 
during cither a buom or a depression. In 
hoom times, quotations run far ahead of 
values; in depressions, they fall far below 
values. Ask yourself,’ What would my house 
sell for today under forced sale in 40 minutes 
without natice?” Obviously, if you cauld 
sell it at all in such a short time you would 
get only a fraction of what it is worth. Yet, 
every sale of stocks ar bonds today is a 
forced sale without notice. The newspapers 
might appropriately head their daily stock 
and bond lists “Today's Security Hargain 
Sale,” instead of " New York Stock Exchange 
Quotations 

The people who will lay the foundation 
for their fortunes im 193U will be those who 
luok behind unfair quotations and see the 
real underlying good secutiries. For example 
if one of the good oil companies has une 
million shares of stock, and you own one 
thousand Site you own one one-thousandth 
f every ail well, pipe fine, hlling station, and 
tank wagen Moreover, those things are 
as good today as they were two years ago, 

in fact probably better In other words, 
you own one one thousandth of the property 
just the same whether the stock is selling at 
48 or 14. When this era of extreme pessimism 
is over the true values will show up and hand- 
some prolits will reward the man who naw 
exercises both courage and toresight

It is indeed seldom that the .\ in- 
vestur is offered the chance to buy going 
concerns with good future prusp an such 
terms. It is largely «a matter of fictitious 
quotations created by forced s: 
Rands also have been unfairly marked 
down by forced sales. [t seems both unreason- 
able and unfair that in the case of a bond 
issue of $23.000,000 far insiance, when a 
$10,000 block of bonds sells off 10 points, all 
holders of the entire $25,000,000 must mark 
their bonds down 10 points [his marking 
down by banks and other institutions of 
their bonds and other accounts to match 
current quotations is needlessly lessening 
their investment accounts. OW) per cent of 
these bond quotations will later rebound to 
even higher quotations than when ortyinally 
bought. The situation offers bond investors 
a fine chance to buy gold dollars tor 85 cents 
or 90 cents. It is just another case of unfair 
quotations in a period of stress

sound buying levels. Whe in the bull 


market of 1929, stocks were relucning unly 
21-2 to 3 per cent, tuday a G per cent return 
is common. This applies to nuany companies 
where the aici is in no danger, and 
which should make excellent prolits when 
business again improves. 

Men ndling large estates are now 
quietly accumulating good stocks and bonds 
at prices which they know represent aut- 
standing bargains. To be sure they pick and 
choose carefully, hut any investor who will 
take Hime Lo carefully study individual situa- 
through the coming munths, lay 
is for financial independence. ‘The 
average of the so-called ‘blue chip” stucks 


has not reached quite as high a yield in this 
depression as it did in 1921 or in 1907, hut 
the average yickl of all industrial stocks is 
now fully as high as in those periods. Huw- 
ever, in relation to the lower general level of 
money rates now prevailing, current yiclds 
on saund stocks are actually as good or 
better than in 1921 er 1907. This des not 
mean that prices may not go somewhat lower 
and yields somewhat higher, but if does mean 
that we are now in the midst of golden oppor- 
lunities for the long-pull investor. 


Pick up Securities Gradually, But Don't 
Plunge 


§ major business and financial depression 
like the present cannot be expected te right 
itself overnight. Certain distorted situations 
must sti} be straightened out, certain malad- 
justments corrected and the mental attitude 
of the people gradually strengthened before 
a steady and sweeping improvement in busi- 
ness and prices can occur. Hence, while 
recognizing that Lhe present year will be one 
of rare opportutinies, the investar should 
not act hastily. 

We are paying up now far the excesses of 
the past It may he a tedious process, but it 
must be gone through. We Americans al- 
ways yo on a big spree together, but we 
sober up one by one. Thus the sobering up 
process takes time. While it is going on, 
however, business, prices, and everything 
else is pushed down to fictitiously low levels, 
and quotations are no more a true measure 
of value than last year's time lable. Hence, 
while remembering that at any auction sale, 
it is always the last bidder that pays the 
highest price, don't be stampeded into 
unsound purchases. There is plenty of time

aluly them out carefully and when thor- 
oughly convinced make your bid first instead 
of waiting lo bid against the crowd,

‘The report of the cenvtery committee was 
ven by Jonathan E. folt.

The usual appropriation for the coming 
year were made with a budget amounting 
to $10,735. The assessors were authorized 
to secure bids and arrange for painting the 
exterior of the church.

VITAL STATISTICS OF 1930 


Births, Marriages and Deaths Vary Litlle 
from Last Year — Few Deaths from 
Communicable Discases 


Rirths, marriages and deaths in Andover 
for the year 1930 vary very little in number 
from those af 1929. the number of births 
having decreased from 167 to 155, the number 
of marriages having increased fram 8S to $6 
ind the number of deaths having decreased 
from 147 to 144 

Health conditions seem to have been good | 
on the whale, Only ane person has died of a | 
communicable disease, diphtheria, and only 
four fram tuberculosis. Bae, per cent of 
those who have died were over seventy years 
of age and one was well over ane hundred 

Among the 144 residents of Andover who 
have ceased their earthly existence during the 
past twelve months, 68 were men and 76 
were women, An unusual number of babies 
failed utterly to get a proper start on their 
earthly career. Pwo were barn prematurely, 
seven were stillborn, one was malformed, one 
lived only a few minutes, one a few hours, 
one a few d. one a few months, and two 
athers did not servive through the first year 
Three others succumbed before reaching the 
age af ten years. 

Three persons died between the ages ten 
and twenty; 4. between twenty and thirty; 
7 between thirty and forty; 12, between forty 
and fifty; 20, between fifty and sixty; 22, 
between sixty and seventy; 30, between 
seventy and vighty; 22, between cighty and 
ninety; 4, between ninety and one hundred; 
and one at the age one hundred years and 
seven months 


Of the entire number of deceased persans 
142 bodies were buried and two were cre- 
mated 
Nine persons have met violent deaths; six 
in automobile accidents, ane by drowning, 
and two by suicide, one by hanging and one 
by shooting. Nineteen persons have suc- 
cumbed ta cancer, 10 0f whom were men and 
nine women 

Other causes of death not already men- 
tioned were: Arterio sclerosis and diseases of 
the heart, 43; ia, 18; cerebral 
hemorrhage, 17: nephritis, 4; diabetes, 3; 
pulmonary embolism, 2; dementia praccox, 
1; brain tumor, 1; septic poisoning, 1; cerebro
